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Introduction 


The Government of Canada has a long history 
of support for Canadian periodicals, with a suite 
of policies and programs that have been adjusted 
and improved over time to respond to evolving 
market conditions. 


This evolution has accelerated in the last decade 
with new industry challenges and changing media 
consumption patterns, requiring public policy to 
become more flexible and responsive. Indeed, over 
the past several years, Canadian periodical publish- 
ers have been faced with a media environment 
where change is the new norm. From new tech- 
nology to new audiences, the needs of Canadian 
readers are changing and the landscape of the 
Canadian periodical industry is shifting in response. 


On the technology side, the World Advertising 
Research Center has reported a steady rise in 
online advertising sales, which, combined with an 
increase in the number of Canadians online, has 
encouraged Canadian publishers to explore ways 
to use new media to complement their print 
publications. The result has been innovations in 
reader engagement and subscription sales — from 
community newspaper publishers introducing 
online video features to magazine publishers 
offering web subscription and email updates. An 
investment in the Internet also no longer seems 
as financially risky, given that the International 
Federation of the Periodical Press (FIPP) has 
found that two thirds of online magazine web- 
sites are now profitable world-wide. The growth 
of the Internet has also brought challenges for 
periodicals, however, as online users have become 
accustomed to free content and advertisers are 
seeking cross media discounts. 


Canadian periodicals are also finding new audiences 
and new voices. The continued growth of ethno- 
cultural community publications demonstrates 
how the concept of a community newspaper can 
include a diversity of languages and perspectives. 
According to the 2005-2006 analysis of global 
magazine trends produced by FIPP and Zenith 
Media, a record number of new Canadian maga- 
zine titles appeared in 2004. The rapid growth of 
several new categories, such as shelter (home and 
garden) magazines, demonstrates how publishers 
are recognizing content gaps and filling them with 
features geared towards a Canadian readership. 


With continued fierce competition at the newsstand, 
subscriptions continue to be the dominant sales 
model for Canadian periodicals. Working towards 
stability in the government’s approach to distribution 
support and seeking to improve the newsstand 
share for Canadian magazines will be key challenges 
for the future. 


Canadian Heritage 1s proud to contribute to the 
continued success of the Canadian periodical 
publishing industry and the production of content, 
tailor-made for the Canadian reader. It is with this 
sense of pride that we present our third annual 
report, Numbers and Issues, detailing our contribu- 
tion to the production of Canadian magazines 
and community newspapers in 2005-2006. Over 
the next year, we will focus on working with the 
publishing community to ensure that our policies 
and programs are positioned to respond effectively 
to changing industry trends and needs.

WHO WE ARE 
The Periodical Publishing Policy and Programs Directorate is responsible for most of the federal 


government’s programs, policies, laws, and regulations that support the Canadian magazine and 
newspaper industries. Beginning this year, we are part of the new Cultural Industries Branch at the 
Department of Canadian Heritage, as shown in the following chart:

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THE PERIODICAL POLICY FRAMEWORK 

We carry out our mandate in two ways: first, 
through grants and contributions programs that 
provide direct funding to eligible Canadian magazines, 
community newspapers, and periodical industry 
associations, and, second, through non-spending 
measures such as policies, laws, and regulations. 


FUNDING PROGRAMS ALLOCATION OF FUNDS 2005-2006 
We administer two funding programs: the Canada 
Magazine Fund (CMF) and the Publications 
Assistance Program (PAP). In 2005-2006, the 
Directorate's budget for direct funding was 
$65.4M, which was distributed to approximately 
1,200 magazines, community newspapers, and 
industry associations across the country.

Canadian Heritage’s periodical funding programs 
support the production of Canadian editorial 
content and the distribution of that content to 
Canadian readers. They also assist with business 
development projects for small publishers and 
industry association projects that contribute to the 
success of the industry as a whole.

NON-SPENDING MEASURES 

The funding programs are complemented by 
non-spending regulatory measures designed to 
create winning conditions for Canadian periodi- 
cal publishers. The Foreign Publishers Advertising 
Services Act, foreign investment policies for periodi- 
cals, and Sections 19 and 19.01 of the Income Tax 
Act ensure that foreign publishers competing in 
the Canadian advertising market invest in the creation 
of Canadian content. They are also intended to 
limit non-Canadian ownership of newspapers

The Department of Canadian Heritage’s approach to supporting Canadian cultural industries is guided by 
five strategic objectives in two areas: 


Creation Access 
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The Periodical Publishing Policy and Programs 
Directorate has applied these five objectives to the 
Canadian periodical industry through a policy frame- 
work that focuses on the creation of Canadian 
content in periodicals and the delivery of that 
content to Canadian readers. This framework is 
implemented through the administration of funding 
programs and the development and implementa- 
tion of regulatory and policy measures. For 
periodicals, the five strategic objectives are 
therefore realized in the following ways: 


REACH THE WORLD 

The Department will continue to explore opportunities 
to promote Canadian periodicals in a global 
context and showcase the talent of our writers, 
photographers, and illustrators. 


REACH AUDIENCES 

Through the Publications Assistance Program, the 
Department and periodical publishers continue to 

work together to ensure that Canadians in all com- 
munities across the country have access to content 

that has been created in Canada for them. 


HARNESS THE OPPORTUNITIES 

OF NEW TECHNOLOGIES 

Project-based funding through the Support for 
Business Development for Small Magazine 
Publishers component of the Canada Magazine 
Fund can be directed to online projects. This helps 
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ensure the Canadian periodical industry continues 
to reap the benefits of new technologies through 
better marketing and revenue generation, through 
streamlining business practices, and through use 
of the Internet to create stronger communities 

of interest. 


INVEST IN EXCELLENCE 

The Department’s policies and programs recognize 
and encourage excellence in the development of 
Canadian content in periodicals. They also support 
business development, professional development, 
and marketing and promotion for individual mag- 
azines and associations. The Support for Industry 
Development and Support for Business Development 
for Small Magazine Publishers components of the 
Canada Magazine Fund are at the heart of this 
support strategy. 


REFLECT OURSELVES 

Canadian Heritage helps ensure that magazines 
and community newspapers reflect a diverse 
Canadian readership and respond to their needs. 
The Department contributes to the creation of 
diverse content in magazines through the Support 
for Editorial Content and Support for Arts and 
Literary Magazines components of the Canada 
Magazine Fund.

A NEW MINISTER OF CANADIAN HERITAGE 

On February 6, 2006, the Honourable Bev Oda 
was sworn in as Minister of Canadian Heritage 
and Status of Women. On April 25, 2006, in a 
speech to the Professional Writers’ Association of 
Canada, the Minister affirmed her support for 
Canadian publishing: “The government recognizes 
that, even as technologies change, the best insur- 
ance that Canadian writers will continue to thrive 
is a thriving traditional publishing industry. [ . . . | 
These publications not only reflect Canada’s unique 
and vibrant culture, they play a major part in 
creating it.” 


A NEW STRUCTURE 

This year, the Periodical Publishing Policy and 
Programs Directorate joined the Cultural Industries 
Branch. The mandate of the new Branch is to 
create a competitive and sustainable environment 
in Canada that fosters the production and publi- 
cation of Canadian content in all media: book 
and periodical publishing, film, video, and sound 
recording. In a changing cultural environment, 
this new organizational structure will create 
greater opportunities for horizontal approaches to 
issues that implicate multiple media industries. 


EVALUATION OF THE FUNDING PROGRAMS 
Summative evaluations for both the Canada 
Magazine Fund and the Publications Assistance 
Program were finalized as per the evaluation

policy for federally-funded programs. This type 
of evaluation is designed to assess the relevance 
of services rendered, ensuring that the program is 
delivering according to its objectives. More details 
on the findings of the individual evaluations are 
presented later in this report.

CANADIAN HERITAGE PRESENTS: 
FOCUS ON NEWSSTAND SALES 

For the second consecutive year, the Department 
sent a speaker to the national Magazines University 
event held in Toronto. The conference series pres- 
ents topics of interest to the periodical publishing 
industry, situating their work in a global context. 
Our speaker in 2005 was Glen Clark, President of 
The News Group Canada, a member of the Jim 
Pattison Group. In his address to the participants, 
he discussed Canadian magazines’ potential for 
success on the newsstand and the future of wholesale 
distribution and the Canadian market. 


ENVIRONMENTAL INITIATIVES — 

PRESERVING OUR NATURAL HERITAGE 

Canadian Heritage recognizes the role of periodical 
publishers in safeguarding our environment. 

In order to better understand the industry’s 
progress in this area, the Department is currently 
gathering data on the environmental activities of 
Canada Magazine Fund applicants. To date, more 
than seventy-two Canadian magazine and newspa- 
per publishers have developed policies that protect 
old-growth and endangered forests. The efforts of 
twelve magazines in particular are recognized for 
being the first to print on ancient forest friendly 
paper, which ts free of fibres from old-growth and 
endangered forests. 


Recognizing North American Leaders in Ancient 
Forest Friendly Publishing 

Explore, Yes Mag and Know were the first three 
Canadian magazines to be published on ancient 
forest friendly glossy (or coated) paper. /deas, 
Watershed Sentinel, Exploring the Best, The New 
Quarterly, Green Teacher, Bio-bulle, Quill & Quire, 
Canadian Publishers Directory, and Book Trade in 
Canada have changed to ancient forest friendly 
uncoated paper. The Department of Canadian 
Heritage congratulates these magazines for having 
contributed to the preservation of our ancient and 
endangered forests.

Assistance Program

The Publications Assistance Program (PAP) is 
managed by the Department of Canadian Heritage, 
in partnership with the Canada Post Corporation. 
The PAP provides financial support to offset the 
mailing costs of eligible Canadian magazines and 
non-daily newspapers mailed in Canada for delivery 
in Canada. 


The PAP is designed to ensure that Canadians 
across the country continue to have equitable 

access to magazines and non-daily newspapers 
with high levels of diverse Canadian content. 

This program also helps ensure that Canadian 
creators are able to continue showcasing their 
work in these publications. 


2005-2006 PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 

In 2005-2006, the Publications Assistance Program 
successfully completed the second cycle of the 
Program’s triennial process with a review and 
assessment of almost 1,200 publications. 


In November 2005, new funding levels for paid 
circulation periodicals and unpaid request circulation 
magazines were introduced in order to respond to 
postal rate increases and continued demand on 
the Program. 
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The Program’s summative evaluation was released 
in February 2006. Overall, the findings of the eval- 
uation were positive and the administration of the 
Program was found to be effective and efficient. 
Despite increases in postal rates which have 
reduced the benefit of the subsidy, evaluators 
concluded that the Program continues to provide 
value to publishers. The evaluation also identified, 
however, the need for more precision in program 
documentation, some delay in implementation of 
funding streams in priority areas, and a lack of 
regular and timely statistics for program measure- 
ment. Work to correct these and other identified 
issues was begun in 2005-2006 and will continue 
into 2006-2007.

In 2003, the Program created and launched new 
eligibility criteria for ethnocultural periodicals to 
encourage greater participation in the Program. 

In 2005-06, a survey was commissioned which will 
provide a comprehensive listing of ethnocultural 
periodicals and an overview of the nature of the 
evolving ethnocultural press in Canada. This work 
is to be completed in 2006-2007.

The Canada 
Magazine Fund 


The Canada Magazine Fund (CMF) was established 
in 1999 to contribute towards the production of 
high-quality magazines showcasing the diverse 
work of a wide cross-section of Canadian creators. 
The CMF also helps build industry capacity to 
help ensure the continued growth and vitality of 
the Canadian magazine publishing industry. 
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In 2005-2006, the CMF had the mandate to: 


> support Canadian magazine publishers in 
the creation of Canadian content for 
Canadian readers; 


> assist small publishers with business 
development; 


> support arts and literary magazines; and, 


> provide broader support for industry 
development projects through research, 
marketing and promotional initiatives 
and through professional development 
and training activities that help Canadian | 
magazine creators prosper in a competitive | 
market. 


This mandate was delivered through four program 
components: Support for Editorial Content (SEC), 
Support for Arts and Literary Magazines (SALM), 
Support for Business Development for Small 
Magazine Publishers (SBDSMP), and Support for 
Industry Development (SID). Highlights of each 
of these components are outlined in later sections. 


GENERAL 2005-2006 PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 

A summative evaluation of the Canada Magazine 
Fund was carried out in 2005-2006. The evaluation 
found that the Program aligns well with federal 
priorities and departmental objectives. Although 
it was found that the threat of advertising revenue 
losses from heightened competition from foreign 
publishers has not materialized, other major long- 
standing competitive disadvantages continue to 
justify the need for continued support to publishers 
through this program. The evaluation did identify 
several areas where adjustments could be made to 
improve program effectiveness. Implementation of 
changes resulting from this evaluation is planned 
for 2006-2007.

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SUPPORT FOR EDITORIAL CONTENT (SEC) 


2005-2006 budget: $10 million 
Number of titles funded: 187 


The SEC component supports paid circulation 
Canadian magazines in producing Canadian con- 
tent. Funds are distributed to eligible magazines 
based on investments associated with producing 
Canadian editorial content. 


2005-2006 Highlights 


The application guide was made available on 
CD-ROM and hard copies of application guides 
were not produced — a first for the Program. This 
approach is more cost-effective and the CD-ROM 
is easier to distribute; it has met with a positive 
reaction from applicants.

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SUPPORT FOR ARTS AND LITERARY 
MAGAZINES (SALM) 


2005-2006 budget: $1 million 
Number of titles funded: 57 


The SALM component supports the ongoing 
operations and growth of magazines that foster 
awareness of the arts and literature in Canada, 
providing Canadian readers with a high-quality 
selection of these publications in the domestic 
magazine market. Financial assistance is allocated 
to magazines recognized for their excellence by the 
Canada Council for the Arts (CCA) using a for- 
mula based on the investments made in magazine 
production and in the creation of Canadian 
editorial content. 


2005-2006 Highlights 


This component is in its second year of operation. 
The CMF and the CCA continued to work closely 
together to facilitate the application process for 
applicants. The recipients of this component include 
magazines about literature, visual arts, media arts, and 
performing arts from across the country.

SUPPORT FOR BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT FOR 
SMALL MAGAZINE PUBLISHERS (SBDSMP) 


2005-2006 budget: $2.5 million 
Number of projects approved: 75 


The SBDSMP component supports the business 
development of small Canadian publishing firms. 
Funding 1s provided for projects that improve finan- 
cial viability, that promote Canadian magazines to 
readers in Canada and abroad, and that increase 
circulation and advertising revenues, thereby ensuring 
Canadian readers continue to have access to 
Canadian magazines. 


2005-2006 Highlights 


Funding in 2005-2006 helped small publishers 
improve operational efficiencies through a broad 
range of activities including: marketing (media kits, 
Internet promotion, market research, special events, 
newsstand promotion), circulation (fulfillment sys- 
tems, subscription and distribution projects), and 
business planning. 


Canadian magazine publishers recognize that the 
SBDSMP plays an important role in increasing 
access to Canadian magazines for Canadian readers 
and in enhancing the viability of their publishing 
firms. SBDSMP funding allows publishers to improve 
business practices, to increase their circulation and 
advertising revenues, and to employ Canadian creators. 
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Success Story 


Oriflamme 
Promotional and 
marketing campaign 


Productions de Taille et 
d’Estoc has been publishing 
l’Oriflamme, Quebec’s only 
medieval magazine, for the 
past four years. L’Oriflamme 
is aimed at medieval enthu- 
siasts and is an information source on various medieval 
activities, including festivals and theatrical performances. 





Support from the SBDSMP enabled the publisher 
to raise the profile of /’Oriflamme, increase sub- 
scription sales and improve profitability. This was 
accomplished through a promotional campaign 
targeting nearly 3,000 schools and libraries as well 
as the general public. The magazine was also promoted 
in specialized medieval stores and in waiting rooms. 


The project was remarkably successful. In 2005, 
magazine sales in Presse Commerce newsstands 
increased by 31% from the previous year, and 
subscription sales rose by 30%. Mail order sales of 
back issues grew by 95%. Sales at trade shows and 
other events rose nearly 600%. In addition, the 
number of subscribers from schools and libraries 
virtually doubled. 
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SUPPORT FOR INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENT (SID) 


2005-2006 budget: $2.5 million 
Number of projects approved: 31 


The objective of the SID component is to encourage 
the growth and efficiency of both individual 
Canadian magazines and the larger periodical 
publishing industry by investing in industry-wide 
or association-based projects that will: 


> encourage collective efficiencies in the 
creation, publication, and distribution of 
Canadian magazines and periodicals; 


> provide services, training, and professional 
development opportunities to the industry; 


> increase the effective use of evolving e-business 
technology, and practices by Canadian maga- 
zine and periodical publishers; 


> increase the information base available to the 
Canadian magazine and periodical industry 
and policy-makers; and 


> raise the profile of Canadian magazines and 
periodicals among advertisers, readers, cre- 
ators, and as a career opportunity for young 
Canadians. ; 


2005-2006 Highlights 


The take-up of the SID component grew rapidly 
from 2005 to 2006: the number of approved projects 
jumped from 17 to 31, with the involvement of over 
28 associations. SID recipients represent an increasingly 
diverse group of professionals, volunteers, and cre- 
ators engaged in the Canadian periodical industry. 
This year was also marked by the launch of the new 
application guide on CD-ROM, including additional 
reference materials designed to facilitate the 
preparation of applications. 


As well, an exciting new trend has emerged over 
the past year, namely the forging of partnerships 
between a number of the eligible provincial, terri- 
torial, and national associations. This year, projects 
were approved for large-scale research, strategic 
planning, market research, development of fulfillment 
software, and training and professional development, 
as well as for an exhibition of the most successful 
and award winning advertising in magazines. Both 
the number and variety of projects is expanding 
year after year. 


Success Stories 
Alberta Magazine Publishers Association (AMPA) 


The AMPA’ss internship program has steadily 
evolved into one of the Association’s most popular

and successful initiatives. It has proven to be a key 
resource for Alberta magazines, interns, and the 
Association itself. The program provides AMPA 
members the opportunity to hire skilled interns, 
and, in exchange, students receive experience in the 
field of magazine publishing. 


The program’s effectiveness is reflected by increas- 
ing demand and participation by magazines year 
after year. Benefiting from work experience and 
networking opportunities, program interns are bet- 
ter able to find jobs in editorial positions, and the 
AMPA has gained new membership from publishers 
eager to benefit from this popular program. 


Association de la presse francophone (APF) 

The APF represents 26 weekly and semimonthly 
French-language Canadian publications outside of 
Quebec. Although they all serve French-speaking 
minority communities, their individual situations 
can be very different. In order to bring these 
disparate publications together, the Association 
engaged in a participatory study and strategic 
planning process. This project enabled members 
to set aside their differences in order to work on 
identifying common aims and key issues for the 
Francophone press. 
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Looking Ahead 


FUTURE ACTIVITIES 


Guides for Small Publishers 

Four practical guides for small publishers, entitled 
Renewals, Advertising Sales Tools, Selling Magazines 
on the Newsstand, and New Subscribers, will be 
published by the Periodical Publishing Policy and 
Programs Directorate. These free guides, prepared 
in collaboration with periodical industry experts, 
aim to provide small publishers with tools and 
information to improve business practices and 
overall operational viability. Two more guides will 
be developed dealing with the relationship between 
publishers and creators and the elements of an 
effective magazine website. 


Study of Foreign Periodical Policies and Practices 
A study of foreign government periodical policies 
and practices will be concluded in 2006-2007. 
Countries to be included in the study are the United 
Kingdom, France, Germany, Ireland, Australia, and 
the United States. This report will provide valuable 
benchmarking information to be used in ongoing 
reviews of Canadian periodical policy and programs. 


Magazines Made to Measure 

The Directorate is building a comparative performance 
evaluation tool for publishers. The intention is 
to provide tailored reports to recipients of the 
Support for Editorial Content component of the 
Canada Magazine Fund, containing valuable 
information on the performance of their publications, 
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in relation to the median performance of groups 
of similar publications in the Canadian magazine 
publishing industry. 


PRIORITY ISSUES 


Newsstand Presence 

The Department recognizes the necessity of a strong 
newsstand presence, and will explore ways to better 
support the activities of Canadian magazine pub- 
lishers who wish to increase their market share of 
newsstand sales. 


Alternative Forms of Delivery 

With rising distribution costs, the periodical industry 
is looking at options to diversify the means by 
which magazines and community newspapers are 
delivered to Canadians. 


New Technology 

The tumultuous changes in technology and consumer 
preferences in recent years have created public policy 
challenges across the cultural industries. What will 
be the impact of digital production and distribution 
on Canada’s traditional cultural industries? Do new 
technologies require new responses from government? 
If so, what should they be? In its new position within 
the Cultural Industries Branch, the Periodical 
Publishing Policies and Programs Directorate will 
be able to draw on the knowledge and experience 
of a range of professionals as we seek answers to 
these questions, and others, as they relate to 
periodical publishing.
